Parishes to ask 8.D. mayor for anti-drug campaign 
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Gains of Catholic 
school students 
reflect national trend

Minority pupils in a sampling of 
Catholic elementary schools in the 
Diocese of San Diego have improved their 
achievement in math and science over a 
three-year period, reflecting the results of 
a national study which showed Catholic 
schools’ effectiveness with minority 
students. 

The natioanl study 
Catholic schools have been more 
successful than public schools in 
narrowing the gap in achievement levels 
between white and minority students. 

Sally Todd, curriculum director for 
elementary schools in the diocese, told 
Southern Cross March 31 that 1988 eighth 
grade graduates from five schools with a 
predominantly minority enrollment 
showed ‘‘strong positive gains’’ in 
mathematics. 

She had surveyed the past three years’ 
average percentile scores in math on the 
Iowa Test of Basic Skills for 1988 
graduates at schools including St. Jude 
Academy, Our Lady’s School and St. 
Rita School, all in San Diego; and Our 
Lady of Mount Carmel School, San 
Ysidro. 

“Students from these schools are 
performing on an average capacity as 
compared with students in the nation,”’ 
Todd explained. 

Pupils in three of the five schools took 
the optional ITBS science test, with two 
showing gains in science over the same 
three-year period, she related. 

Todd also reported ‘‘positive gains in

The meeting will be the culmination of a three- 
month effort by leaders from these churches to learn 


how the city and county are addressing the drug 
problem, according to Scott Reed, staff member of the 
San Diego Organizing Project, sponsor of the meeting. 

The SDOP assists churches and communities in 
organizing to resolve neighborhood problems, Reed 
said. 

Some 800 people had registered for the gathering at 
St. Rita Church, Reed said on March 31. 

At the meeting the mayor will be asked to bring 
drug-related issues to the city council for policy-setting 
measures. She will also field questions on the city’s 
drug-fighting strategies, Reed said. 

Representatives of the six churches have researched 
some of these tactics by meeting with police officials, 


the district attorney, city manager, municipal and 
superior court judges and personnel in county drug 
treatment programs and San Diego City Schools, Reed 
explained. 


He said members of these churches have testified 
that “‘the drug problem is destroying their families and 
communities’? by family members’ drug addictions 
and drive-by shootings. 


“Parents are scared to death of the way gangs and 
drug trafficking are taking over their communities,”’ 
he added. 

The meeting is open to the public. Those interested

SAN DIEGO — Eighteen Soviet 
mothers and children joined American 
counterparts at the University of San 
Diego High School recently in learning to 
understand each other in an effort to 
prevent nuclear war. ; 

San Diego was among the stops for the 
completion of a _ historic exchange 
sponsored by Mothers Embracing 
Nuclear -Disarmament (MEND)_ in 
cooperation with the Moscow-based 
Center for Children’s and Adults’ 
Initiatives for Peace, an organization 
under the umbrella of the Soviet Peace 
Committee. 

This is the first time a_ reciprocal 
exchange consisting of mothers and their 
children from the U.S. and U.S.S.R. has 
taken place, explained Maureen King, 
executive director of MEND and a 
parishioner of All Hallows Church in La 


,@) Jolla. 


The program was initiated in 


September 1988 when a contingency of 21 
American mothers and children, 
including King and her daughter 
Michalyn, traveled through nine cities in 
the Soviet Union with a counterpart 
group of Soviets. That same group of 
Soviets is now being sponsored by 
MEND in the United States. 

In the Soviet Union, the Americans and 
Soviets took a nine-day cruise on the Volga 
River. This allowed for many formal and 
informal discussions dispelling many 
myths about such topics as nuclear fears, 
religion and children. 

The Soviet group came to the United 
States March 16. The visiting Soviets, all 
residents of Moscow, included a linguist, 
a surgeon, a professor of philosophy and 
the president of the Center for Children’s 
and Adults’ Initiatives. The children 
ranged in age from 9 to 15 years old. 

The 18-day itinerary included stops in 
Washington, D.C., New York, and in 
California, Anaheim, Los Angeles, 
Oxnard and San Diego.

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“‘Another face of homelessness’’ was the apt if 
inadequate headline of a recent Sacramento Bee editorial 
which analyzed living conditions of farm workers in the 
Salinas and Pajaro valleys. Monterey County officials say 
conditions for farm workers were worse in 1988 than at any 
time since the desperate days of the Dust Bowl migration to 
California memorialized by John Steinbeck’s moving 
novel ‘‘The Grapes of Wrath.’’ 


Hillside caves, cardboard shanties, outhouses, and cars 
now serve as farm worker dwellings in place of the more 
than 150 Salinas Valley labor camps that have been shut 
down during the 1980’s. The bitter irony of this situation is 
that just over a decade ago this area enjoyed a reputation 
for good working and living conditions for migrant 
workers, after a successful organizing drive by Cesar 
Chavez and the United Farm Workers union. Now it 
sticks out as one of the more blatant symptoms of a state 
economy that fails the most vulnerable of its people. 


How did this happen? Part of the problem is that 
California’s unique Agricultural Labor Relations Act 
(ALRA) has fallen short of its promise. Signed by the 
governor in 1975 and confirmed by Californians at the 
polls in 1976, the ALRA provided the structural 
framework to end the unjust exploitation of farm workers 
that had prevailed in California agriculture for 
generations. 


Los Angeles Archbishop Roger Mahony, on the 10th 
anniversary of the ALRA in 1985, suggested four main 
reasons why this historic legislation has not worked. He 
pointed to the hostile attitude of many growers, the 
legalistic machinations of attorneys for whom the ALRA 
became a “‘lawyer’s paradise,’’ a malfunctioning 
Agricultural Labor Relations Board and the need for farm 
labor unions ‘‘to become more professional in servicing 
their labor contracts.”’ 


The 1986 Immigration Reform and Control Act added 
another wrinkle to the problem, as has the overall farm 
crisis of the 1980s. The California Institute for Rural 
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Another face of homelessness. 


Studies (CIRS) has documented what may be a 
fundamental cause of the plight facing farm workers and 
family farmers — excess expansion of farming operations 
coupled with the industrialization of agriculture. 


The deplorable situation of farm workers needs to be 
understood in the larger context of problems facing the 
state, the nation and the world. The national disgrace of 
homelessness, even among those with jobs, is another part 
of the broader picture, as are the budget struggles now 
going on in Sacramento and Washington. 


At root we face a crisis of values, as the American 
bishops underlined in their 1986 pastoral letter, 
“‘Economic Justice for All’’ and as Pope John Paul II laid 
out clearly in his latest social encyclical, ‘‘On Social 
Concern.’’ The pope zeroes in on two prevailing values — 
attitudes of individuals and of nations — that combine to 
cause and aggravate the persistent suffering and gross 
inequality among and within nations. These typical, but 
basically idolatrous values are an all-consuming desire for 
profit, and the thirst for power at any cost, with the 
intention of imposing one’s will upon others. 


As Archbishop Mahony has noted, the ALRA will be 
able to fulfill its promise only when agriculture in the state 
becomes unified, with farmers, farm workers, processors 
and marketing structures all working together for the 
benefit of all. The pope has now provided us with a word 
for this kind of working together. It is ‘‘solidarity,’’ which 
he defines as ‘‘a firm and persevering determination to 
commit oneself to the common good; that is to say, to the 
good of all and of each individual, because we are all really 
responsible for all.’’ Such solidarity is going to demand a 
most profound conversion of minds and hearts.

The recent meeting in Rome between the U.S. 
archbishops and Pope John Paul II and other top 
Vatican officials was not the power struggle the secular 
media tried to make it. But it was a recognition that 
Catholics do face some new problems in a world where 
democracy is the norm. 

For the U.S. bishops the issue was not so much loyalty 
to the church as it was being effective spiritual leaders in 
a culture where Catholic tradition is not always 
understood or accepted. 

At the heart of the matter — as Archbishop John May 
of St. Louis, president of the National Conference of 
Catholic Bishops, said in his opening address at the 
Vatican meeting — is the conflict between democracy 
and authority. 

For some on the extreme left, democracy means 
individuals can do whatever they want. In this view the 
individual is the ultimate authority. And for those on the 
extreme right — who also accept this view of democracy 
— that equates democracy with chaos. 

But the idea that democracy and order are 
incompatible doesn’t fit the facts. In fact, what history 
shows is that democracy and order are closely 
connected. That’s because when people feel they’ve had 
a hand in making the rules, and feel the rules are for 
their good, they’re much more likely to follow them. 

The idea that democracy is a simple matter of doing 


whatever people want is completely contrary to our 
history. But if being democratic isn’t doing whatever 
you want, neither is being a Catholic simply a matter of 
following rules. 

Without a free, inner commitment to Christ, 
Catholicism becomes a facade which quickly crumbles 
under the pressures of time and temptation. And when it 
comes to morality and faith, people have to be 
convinced, not coerced. 

But if freedom is essential to the church, morality is 
just as essential to democracy. Somebody has to say, 
“‘What is true is true, regardless of what the majority 
thinks.”’ 

Archbishop Fulton Sheen once said, ‘‘What the world 
needs is a voice that is right — not when the world is 
right, but a voice that is right when the world is wrong.”’ 

Standing for morality against public opinion is what 
the churches did during the Civil Rights Movement, 
and what Pope John Paul II and other Catholic leaders 
are doing today on sexual morality. Without prophetic 
voices in its midst democracy degenerates into chaos, 
and one of the church’s jobs is to make sure that doesn’t 
happen. 

The fact is that democracy is good for the church, and 
the church is good for democracy.

diocesan averages over a 
period”’ in math and science. 

Reporting on the national study at the 
National Catholic Educational 
Association convention held in Chicago 
March 27-30, Sister Catherine T. 
McNamee, NCEA president, said that 
while educatignal levels of parents 
affected their children’s achievement 
levels in both Catholic and public schools, 
the effect was smaller among Catholic 
school students. 

The report also showed minority 
students lagging behind their white 
counterparts in both Catholic and public 
schools. 

The report was based on a study of 
math and science proficiency scores on 
National Assessment of Education 
Progress Tests, taken by more than 600 
randomly selected students in Grades 3, 7 
and 11 in Catholic schools. The tests were 
also taken by public school students. 

“Children of relatively low levels of 
parental education did almost as well in 
Catholic schools as children of college 
graduates,’ said Sister McNamee, a 
Sister of St. Joseph of Carondelet. 

“‘The gap had been narrowed. The 
Catholic schools seem to be able to 
eliminate some of the differences caused 
by social structure,’’ she said. 

In the San Diego diocese, Todd said 
that ‘‘having skills for success in today’s 
technological world is vital.’’ She credited 
the gains made by local minority pupils to 
“*the dedication of the teachers and their 
promotion of quality study habits.”’ 

Local Catholic schools emphasize the 
students’ ‘‘responsibility to achieve to the 
best of their ability within a Christian 
environment,’’ she said.

Todd said local Catholic schools adapt 
the diocesan math and science curriculum 
to the individual needs of the students. 

‘‘Motivation is the most important 
factor in achievement,’’ said Sister 
Marcella Slaughter, SFCC, math 
coordinator at Our Lady’s School. ‘‘We 
try to challenge the students’’ and instill 
confidence in their ability to succeed. 

She motivates her seventh-grade pupils 
by inviting minority guest speakers who 
are professionals to her classroom and 
“‘by making pupils aware of career 
opportunities.”’ 

Sister Slaughter said she makes the 
math curriculum practical by teaching 
skills for daily living. 

Julie Moore, St. Rita School science 
instructor for grades six through eight, 
said she enlivens her classes with activities 
that help her pupils become more aware 
of their environment. ; 

She borrows materials from the 
Natural History Museum at Balboa Park, 
such as skulls of mammals and reptiles, 
and provides hands-on experiences for 
pupils who use microscopes to examine 
plants and animals’ cells. 

Mary Bixby, administrative consultant 
at Our Lady’s School, who attended the 
NCEA convention, along with Father 
Ramon Marrufo, pastor of Our Lady of 
Angels Church, cited Father Jesus Garza, 
a speaker at the convention, who said 
‘the presence of minorities in schools 
should be viewed as an opportunity, not a 
problem.”’ 

Father Garza is with the Hispanic 
Institute at Mundelein College in 
Chicago. 

An educator’s challenge, Bixby said, is 
to help minority students develop self- 
esteem and “‘see value in their culture.”’

Bush says budget won’t bear tuition tax credits

WASHINGTON — Citing budget 
constraints, President Bush said March 
29 that he does not think parents of 
private school students ‘‘should get a tax 
break’’ for paying private school tuition 
and paying for public schools through 
their taxes. 

The president, whose press secretary, 
Marlin Fitzwater, attempted to clarify the 
remarks the next day, commented in a 
White House question-and-answer 
session with youths from the Close Up 
program. - 

“T have been intrigued with the 
concept of tuition tax credits,’’ Bush said, 
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responding to a query from a private 
school student. 

“‘And some say, ‘well, should that 
include parochial schools?’ And I’ve said 
‘yes.’ But the problem again is that we are 
— and that gets really to your 
philosophical underpinning of your 
question — we can’t afford to do that,”’ 
Bush said. 

“So I think that everybody should 
support the public school system,’’ Bush 
continued. ‘‘And then, if on top of that, 
your parents think that they want to shell 
out, in addition to the tax money, tuition 
money, that’s their right and that should 
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be respected. But I don’t think they 
should get a tax break for that.”’ 

The issue arose again the next day, 
when Fitzwater held one of his routine 
press briefings. 

Fitzwater explained that Bush had said 
that even parents paying tuition should 
have to support public schools. 

“*The president said that they should — 
everyone should — have to pay to support 
public schools, and there shouldn’t be a 
tax break for that just because you’re 
paying for two schools,’’ Fitzwater said. 

“‘He then said that he continues to 
support the concept of tuition tax credits 
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for private schools, but that (after) a 
review of the budget considerations now 
— he doesn’t believe we can afford it at 
this time,’’ Fitzwater said. 

During a campaign interview with 
National Catholic News Service and other 
Catholic press representatives Bush said 
that ‘‘I don’t know where (former 
Education Secretary) Bill Bennett stands 
on tuition tax credits, but I want to be 
careful also in saying I support that, but 
I’m not pledging to have those enacted in 
the first term of a Bush presidency 
because of the cost. But I favor that 
approach to education.’’

He shared with parents and 
educators some of the points covered in 
his recently published book, ‘‘Growing in 
Wisdom, Age and Grace: A Guide for 
Parents in the Religious Education of 
Their Children.”’ 

Boys Town executive director Father 
Val J. Peter March 28 discussed how 
Omaha’s Boys Town has helped troubled 
youngsters achieve success, and a 
divorced mother of three told educators to 
get ready for a wave of children from 
single-parent homes hurting from 
divorce.

Brother Thomas Petitte, director of 
Lazarus House in Lawrence, Mass., a 
shelter for the homeless, said that the 
Catholic values taught might bring an 
end to the tragedy of homelessness.

Children’s TV ads need limits

NEW YORK — Public interest groups 
such as Action for Children’s Television 
and members of Congress, such as Sen. 
Tim Wirth, D-Colo., and Rep. Ed 
Markey, D-Mass., have tried for years to 
curb the number of commercials on 
children’s TV programs. 

They feel that children, especially 
younger ones, cannot clearly see the 
difference between program material and 
commercial pitches, especially when the 
pitches come from the program’s ‘‘star.”’ 

A slightly different but related concern 
arose recently when Whittle 
Communications, a subsidiary of Time- 
Life, began producing a 12-minute video 
news series for high-school classrooms. 

* Whittle argued that since few young 
people watch the evening news, the 
program would provide teen-agers with 
much-needed information about the 
world around them. The company even 
agreed to provide a free downlink to 
schools that sought to put the program 


into their regular curriculum. 


The catch? The 12 minutes contain two 
minutes of commercial ‘‘messages.’’ 
Simply put, youngsters will become a 
‘‘captive’’ audience force-fed TV 
commercials in the classroom. 


It will be intriguing to learn how many 
school systems bite on this one -- and how 
many parents object. 


Media watchers also are wary of still 
another kind of commercial that targets 
youths. This one, which troubles the 
Children’s Advertising Review Unit of 
the Council of Better Business Bureaus is 
the so-called ‘‘900 or 976 telemarketing 
commercial.’’ This one urges a child to 
dial a telephone number to hear a 
recording of a message from Santa, for 
instance, or the adventures of their 
favorite comic character, the Easter 
bunny, the tooth fairy, etc. 


For children too young to use a touch- 
tone phone, some of the ads tell the child 
to place the receiver in front of the TV set 
for ‘‘automatic’’ tone dialing by a signal 


contained on the TV’s audio track. 


Helen Boehm of the Council of Better 
Business Bureaus says children are 
particularly vulnerable to the phone 
programs because of ‘‘their incomplete 
understanding of the purchase that their 
phone call represents. They do not have a 
clear concept of telephone charges, or of 
the incremental time charges involved in 
a 900 (or) 976 call.’’ 

Over the last few years several bills 
have been introduced in Congress to curb 
some of the more blatant excesses and 
encourage broadcasters to give more 
attention to the educational quality of 
children’s shows. 


Sen. Frank R. Lautenburg, D-N.J., 
Wirth and others co-sponsored a 
children’s TV bill which placed limits on 
the number of commercial minutes in a 
broadcast hour and called for TV 
programs to be ‘‘age-specific,’’ that is, 
targeted for children under the age of 12. 
Such commercials also were to~ be

Books tell story of Covenant House

SOMETIMES GOD HAS A KID’S

Reading these books isn’t easy. If you 
do read them, they will tear your heart 
out and maybe turn your stomach. If you 
don’t read them, you may be remaining 
blind to a poison that is much more 
pervasive than many of us would like to 
admit. 

In the mid ’60s, Franciscan Father 
Bruce Ritter had a comfortable ministry 
at Manhattan College. Then, he was 
challenged by his students to practice 
what he preached. Shaken by the 
challenge, largely because he knew it was 
true, he asked and was allowed to move to 
New York’s lower east side, without 
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official backing, to see what he could do. 

He lived there for almost a year, not 
really knowing what exactly to do, until a 
day in February, 1969. He answered a 
knock at 2 a.m. to find six kids looking for 
a place to sleep. He let them in and the 


next morning there were four more. They 
were running away from pimps who 
wouldn’t feed them unless they made a 
pornographic film. That was the 
beginning of Covenant House. 

These books tell the story of Covenant 
House’s development. They are from 
Father Ritter’s monthly newsletters, 
which are sent to Covenant House 
contributors. ‘‘Covenant House’’ is a 
complete collection with connecting text, 
telling the whole story. ‘“‘Sometimes God 
Has a Kid’s Face’’ is a condensed 
version. ; 


The books not only detail Covenant 
House’s growth, but also Father Ritter’s. 
Once after a bad day, he turned two kids 
away. That mistake echoes hauntingly 
through these pages. Because of it, one 
unbreakable rule was instituted. No one 
would ever be turned away. No matter 
what, it would never happen again. 

That decision eventually caused some 
consternation among the Covenant 
House staff, because before long, the 
flood gates opened. Kids poured in, and 
Covenant House always seemed on the 
verge of bursting at the seams. How it 
was always rescued makes for some pretty 
unbelievable reading. One suspects that 
the Holy Spirit may have been working 
overtime. 

The story of Covenant House is truly 
an unending story. While there is a great 
deal of tragedy in these books, there is 
also hope. Once read, they won’t be easily 
forgoiten.

Papa critica las divisiones de vida religiosa

WASHINGTON — En una carta dirigida alos obispos © 
estadounidenses, el Papa Juan Pablo II mezcl6é palabras de 
elogio hacia los religiosos de los Estados Unidos con 
criticas agudas de ‘‘feminismo y polarizacién radicales’’ y 
otros aspectos dela vida religiosa delos Estados Unidos. 

En la carta, publicada el 29 de Marzo ultimo en 
Washington, el papa culpaba en parte de la carencia de 
nuevas vocaciones al fallo de los religiosos de estar a la 
altura desu vocacidn eidentidad. 

“‘Una situacién continua de corriente ... una auto- 
absorcion e introspeccidn excesivas, un énfasis excesivo 
sobre las necesidades de los miembros, en oposicidn a las 


necesidades del pueblo de Dios, son a menudo los 
obstdculos’’ parala posibilidad de las vocaciones, dijo él. 

Lacarta papal, de 11 paginas de extension, reflexionaba 
sobre los resultados de un estudio de la vida religiosa 
comenzado por los obispos estadounidenses en 1983 bajo 
una comisién papal especial encabezada por el Sefior 
Arzobispo John R. Quinn de San Francisco. 

El papa destacaba la primacfa de la vida consagrada y de 
la vida comunitaria para los religiosos, advirtiendo que 
“‘en muchas oportunidades, el apostolado o el ministerio 
parecen haber eclipsado alos demas valores’’. 

E] pidio que se pusiera fin ala ‘‘polarizacién’’ entre las 
religiosas, instandoles a ‘“‘hablarse las unas a las otras’’ y a 
“‘eliminar las causas de sus divisiones’’.

SOUTH ORANGE, N.J. — When 
its basketball prowess propelled Seton 
Hall University into the Final Four 
and into a memorable championship 
game of the NCAA men’s basketball 
tournament, the 133-year-old Newark 
archdiocesan school captured attention 
far beyond its New Jersey campus. 

Though the Seton Hall Pirates’ 
Daryll Walker’s three-point-range shot 
at the buzzer narrowly missed, 
resulting in a 80-79 loss to the 
University of Michigan in overtime in 
the championship game April 3 in 
Seattle, the Catholic university thrust 
itself into basketball history and 
prominence. 

**This brings a lot of prestige to the 
university,’’ said student Tom Roche 
after the Pirates win over the Univer- 
sity of Nevada-Las Vegas March 25 
that sent them to the Final Four. ‘‘All 
of a sudden, we’re a big name. Before, 
we were at the bottom of our (athletic) 
conference.’”’ 

Seton Hall, which finished second 
behind Georgetown in the Big East 
Conference, was invited to be one of 
the 65 college and university teams to 
participate in the annual National 
Collegiate Athletic Association’s 
basketball competition.
